Summary ; The activity of the Division continued at a high level 
with aost of the effort spent on top priority projects for the D0X. 

DDX, and BDP* The Division completed a total of 2J reports, 
raesioranda, and miscellaneous working papers, Eighteen papers 
are in edit, and nine are in reproduction* Of the thirty require- 
ments processed during the month twenty were frca ORB, Branches are' 
currently working on 133 requirements. A considerable portion of 
the activity of the Division was expended ia a Joist effort working 
with Navy, and Artsy photo intelligence teams. The Division is 
continuing its investigation of new and modified instruments for 
the exploitation of photographic materials. The third Basie Photo- 
graphic Interpretation Course began on 8 October. In addition, 
much time was spent In, numerous substantive and technical consultations. 

a. Support Staff ; The Support Staff processed 30 requirements 
during the month. One hundred thirty three requirements era 
assigned and ten are in research. Eighteen reports are ia edit, 
and nine are in reproduction. Much, time was devoted to numerous 
raeetinge in continuing coordination, with Agency and aort-Agency 
components . 

b. Special Projects Branch ; The branch is continuing its work 
on keys, production of special graphics and the preparation, of 
working papers. 

One detailed report was completed and additional work was 
accomplished on a BD/P project. A project involving comparison 
of filter effects, sun angle, and other factors was completed. 

In addition, much work was accomplished in support of top 
priority projects assigned to th# branch. Work continues on 
2D requirements • 

c» Geographic Branch : Fourteen memoranda and working papers 
were completed ia October. Eight of the reports were in support 
of th© Economic Area, GBR, three were for the Geographic Area, 
one was completed for CSX, end two major studies met requirements 
of OSI, D/GG and the Economic Ares CUR. Work includes studies of 
transportation facilities, urban areas, and various type of 
industrial installations . The branch is continuing work on 
1*0 additional requirements.
